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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the Application in view of the above amendment and the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 2, 5, 7 and 10 were previously canceled. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12 are pending the application. 

Claims 1,3,4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12 are amended. No new matter is added. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1,3,4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12 are amended to avoid the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph as being indefinite. The Examiner asserts that the words "permitting" and 
"permission" in the claims are indefinite. In the claims, the term "permitting" is replaced with ~ 
instructing--; and the term "permission" is replaced with ~ instruction-. It is Applicants 
understanding that this amendment overcomes the rejection to the claims and that the application is 
now in condition for allowance. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the claims to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, Second 
Paragraph. Since no other rejections were set forth, Applicant thanks the Examiner in advance for 
forwarding the claims to issue. 
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CONCLUSION

addressed on the basis of the above amendment and remarks. In view of the foregoing it is believed 
that claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 11 and 12 are in condition for allowance and it is respectfully requested 
that the application be reconsidered and that all pending claims be allowed and passed to issue.
